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A few interesting specimens of Eulophia 
R. Br. growing among grasses in fallow lands 
were collected recently, near Garjia in the 
Gori Valley of Pithoragarh District of 
Kumaon region. On the basis of our critical 
study and scrutiny of literature and con¬ 
firmed by Dr. Seidenfaden, a new species of 
Eulophia R. Br. is described here. This 
taxon comes very near to E. graminea Lindl. 
in possessing epigeal pseudobulbs, floral 
bracts none or shorter than the petals and 
ovary, but differs in having no leaves at the 
time of flowering, lateral lobes of lip trian¬ 
gular, acute and pollinia 2. In E. graminea 
the leaves are persistent, lateral lobes of lip 
obtuse and pollinia subquadrate. 

A key is provided below to distinguish 
these species :

curvatum, obtusum, pes et columna 3 mm 
longa, pollinia 2, ovarium 5 mm longum, 
cum pedicello 6 mm longo. 

Eulophia ncbii Malhotra et Balodi sp. nov. 

Perennial, pseudobulbous, terrestrial herbs, 
pseudobulbs 8.5 cm long and 5.0 cm broad, 
vertical, conical, tapering at the tip, horizon¬ 
tal lines of leaf scars present, sheaths mem¬ 
branous, leaves 5 in number, apical one 30.0 
cm long and 2.0 cm broad, linear-lanceolate, 
acute, base broad, flowers few in terminal 
lax racemes, leafless at the time of flowering, 
scapes 40.0 cm long, slender, ribbed, sheaths 
2.0 cm long, membranous, ovate, lanceolate, 
acute, dorsal sepals 1.0 cm long, oblong- 
lanceolate, acute, 5 nerved, lateral sepals 1.0 
cm long and 0.2 mm broad, oblong-lanceo¬ 
late, acute, 5-nerved, petals 8 mm long, ob¬ 
long-lanceolate, acute, 5-nerved, lip 1.1 cm 
long, longer than the sepals, trilobed, lateral 
lobes 4 mm long, triangular, straight, acute, 
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Eutopkia ucbii Malhotra et Balodi sp. noO.

stalk 6 mm long. 

Rare, in fallow lands, among grasses. 

Leafing : July-September. 

Flowering ; March-April.

Bhattacharyya, Deputy Director, Central 
National Herbarium, Botanical Survey of 
India, Howrah.
